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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To surely prevent a risk at a low- 
temperature dry time by securely detecting the 
reduction of a blowing quantity in the case of a 
clothing drier of a type using a heater for 
successively supplying steam, etc. 
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CONSTITUTION: The time and operating procedure 
of a drying operation are stored in a ROM 16 in 
advance and operation is started by operating a 
start key. A rotary drum 8 is slowly reversed 
during operation and a fan 10 is driven to 
circulate a large amount of air. In addition, cool 
water is successively supplied for a cooler 11 to 
continuously supply steam to a heater 12. Thus, a 
large amount of low-temperature dry air is always 
sent into a drying room 2 to enter the clothes to 
vaporize solvent and the temperature of the drying 
air is read by a microcomputer 15 during this 
period. When the blowing quantity is reduced 
because of generating clogging, or the like at a 
filter 9, the safety control part 23 of the 
microcomputer 15 operates to stop the supply of 
steam to a heater 12 and to execute the alarm, or 
the like, of a buzzer 26. After cleaning the 
filter 9, the drier can be operated for the 
residual time. 
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
